We recall the 
promises of wealth to be acquir 
ed over-night that have never 
failed to draw money into some 
wild scheme. Today, the public 
are apt to be beguiled by the 
promoters of various diets 
which promise an end to all 
ton hies and a cure for all ills. 

These faddy diets are usually 
presented in an attractive man¬ 
ner. Scientific facts are ignored 
or misrepresented. We are told, 
for example, that we should not 
nix carbohydrates (cereals and 
starches) with proteins (meats 
fish and eggs.) The promoters 
of this statement base their 
remarks upon the fact that the 
proteins are acted upon by the 
acid digestive fluids of the 
stomach, while the carbohydrat 
es are digested by the alkaline 
juices of the mouth and the in¬ 
testine. 

There is no foundation for 
idea that the presence of carb¬ 
ohydrates and proteins together 
in the mouth, stomach or in¬ 
testine will interfere with the 
digestion of one or the other. 
Indeed, it is the acid nature of 
the food leaving the stomach 
which stimulates the flow of

The Road 
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To Recovery 


The adjournment ol the Lon¬ 
don Conference held out to 
each of sixty-six nations the 
challenge to put its own house 
in order. How i s this to be 
done? Are we to demolish and 
consign to the scrap-heap those 
serviceable appointments to 
which we are accustomed even 
though in some instances they 
may have become tumbledown 
and unattractive, 01 are we to 
chose a process of refinishng 
and rearrangement 

Russia established a new or¬ 
der by force. The United States 
is endeavoring to bring about 
a new deal through Governm¬ 
ental paternalism. The C. C. F. 
would have Canada attain a new 
Commonwealth by socialistic 
legislation. Other groups advoc¬ 
ate other shibbileths. 

Are there mens, however, by 
which readjustment can be 
brought about so that, that 
which is good in our present 
regime, can be retained, and 
that which is detrimental can 
be mproved to efloct our desired 
economic rehabilitation? Are 
the tools of recovery locked aw¬ 
ay or are they within our 
grasp ? 

With the wings of NIRA’s 
blue eagle fluttering at our 
threshold, it is only natural 
that consideraation is being 
increasingly given t 0 the Am- 
ercan policy. What may be con¬ 
sidered sound in our neighbour’s 
household, however is not nec¬ 
essarily applicable or desirable 
in Canada. As we conceive it 
NIRA requires a vast inter¬ 
national market for produce. Can 
ada, lacks this market but is the 
fifth international trader. Fur¬ 
ther, NIRA requires an appropri 
ation of vast sums of money, 
and we believe Canada, with 
taxtion as it is, can ill afford to 
increase her borrowings for 
this purpose. No do we put em¬ 
phasis on the policies of artif- 
ical price raising, and more 
Government in business. 

Of one thing we are certain. 
Canada will not usher in a new 
order by force, nor will she 
stage a revolution. Recovery, 
moredver, can be faciliated with 
out coining a new slogan or 
turning unside down the capit¬ 
alistic system in which we live 
We believe that recovery will 
be achieved through the toning 
up of our present system. In 
fact, this remedial process is 
now in operation. Everyone .as 
not been passive. Our leaders 
are awake. Not all of our states 
men are dormant. Even i ‘ not 
“all’s right with the world” at 
least some tried thin*;" are. 

Our course to recovery in¬ 
volves a continuous searching 
out of our weakness. Directioon 
is always needed in such an 
enquiry. Greater in pbr tion and 
leadership can 

time jointly and individually by 
both Governments : -’r ; 

looking toward a no \iv policy 
of recovery. First oi* a'! there 
should l)e a genera! recognition 
of the need for less . elf-imposed 
ordinances on Gov¬ 

ernments and mrc business-pro¬ 
mpted legislatioon. Helpful crit¬ 
icism should come ’ lore, not 
after, the law begins to be ad- 
minstered. Patronage, too. must 
give way.Poolitical expediency, 
however desirable for he party 
may often Iv* un fori unate uv 
the nation. ITand-outs; do not 
invite necessarily the goncraal 
welfare. 

Moreover our gd/cining bodies 
are too numerous, their expen¬ 
ses often too urecononn: while 
already been instituted as c. re¬ 
lent. What about it? li seems 
reasonable to expect that Gov¬ 
ernments should ))o willing to 
proceed further with those ad¬ 
justment measures which have 
already been institute '• meas¬ 
ures which Lave already been 
nstituted in this field a. a re¬ 
sult of the insistence of busin- 
leadership in its desire 
for recovery and stability. 
There must be no flagging in 
that insistence at this time. 

Business for its part has a 
national duty ill adhering strict 
ly and at all times to equitable 
trading practices. Not that 
integrity fails [ n characterize 


our business dealings, but that 
wherever the principles of the 
unfair dealer show themselves, 
whether lie lie a larger man¬ 
ipulator or of the smaller fry, 
they must b e killed and not 
scotched. A fractional percent¬ 
age of our business must not 
brand or penalize the whole. 

The improvement of living 
conditions for labour and emp¬ 
loyment for all who arc willing 
to work, can continue to be our 
objective under the present reg¬ 
ime. Even if all that is desirab¬ 
le lias not been accomplished 
for labour, it i s to be admitted 
that we in Canada have gone 
a along way from sweatshops 
child labour and exploitation of 
manual workers. Neither indus¬ 
try today, nor government is 
deaf to valid economic need .As¬ 
sisting in our normal recovery 
will be a continuing joint 
leadership of laboour, business 
and Government for our social 
betterment. 

Cannot a suitable program lie 
drafted and implemented for 
agriculture? We have adequate 
machinery in our present inst¬ 
itutions so to do, and we are 
not incompetent in this field of 
leadership. What we require is 
to follow proven forms and 
basic principles tried and tem¬ 
pered in the crucible of exper¬ 
ience. What does business and 
government policy? If we list¬ 
en to the logic of national rea¬ 
son, and shut our ears to class 
clamourigs on this score, would 
immigration improve or would 
it not improve a situation where 
in productivity seems to have 
out-run consumption. Govern¬ 
ment could well review this 
poossibility. We expect the Mac 
millan Commission will give a 
lead to our financial policy. Its 
findings should be considered 
in the light of our national wel¬ 
fare and not in the darkness of 
political prejudices. If Canada 
has an honest-to-goodness need 
for a Central Bank, let us have 
it. If our banking system is 
sound, let us say so. 

Cannot Canadian business 
accept the responibility of tak¬ 
ing such voluntary action as is 
necessary to put its hour*'' 
order We believe the answer 
is “yes”, and that business <• 
be counted upon to give leader 
ship in some directions and 
government in others. A con¬ 
certed effort now on the part 
of both is to be recommended. 
The road to recovery lies with¬ 
in the nresent system, not with¬ 
out.—Canadian Business.
